The prior art of record, namely, Eldridge et al. U.S. 6,397,261 , Wells et al. 
U.S. 5,999,601, and Adamske et al. U.S. 6,615,234, do not disclose, teach or 
suggest, delivery setting means for making delivery settings using a managing 
tool, wherein the delivery settings store a relationship between the external 
devices and delivery destinations; and delivery means for determining a delivery 
destination of the document based on the delivery settings and the one external 
device which is the transmission source of the document, and for delivering the 
document to the detemiined delivery destination, as claimed in independent 
claim 1 . Independent claims 1 1 , 21 , 31 and 32 recite similar claimed subject 
matter and are therefore found to be allowable for the same or similar reasons.
